SWINE FLU IIS IONIZATIONS 

We have been advised by the Public Health Office that they will not be using 
either of our campuses for Immunizations. In addition, our college will not receive 
any vaccine. 

Immunizations will take place in public clinics and by private physicians. 
The first public clinics to be held will be for senior citizens over age 60 and 
persons of any age with certain chronic medical problems. Dates on which the general 
public can get shots at public clinics have not yet been set. 

Dr. Sheridan Weinstein, the top Public Health Service physician in the pacific 
area said that while the vaccine will be available at public clinics, "the best way 
for the average person to get a shot is from a private physician". 

Persons with known allergy to EGGS should receive the vaccine ONLY under 
special medical supervision. The Public Health Service recommends the vaccine for 
all persons over 18 and children over 3 with serious chronic diseases.

A Grade Of "Incomplete" : 

As you may have noticed in the 1976-78 college bulletin, a fee 
of $10 has been established for removal of a grade of Incomplete 
(see page 16). This fee is intended to provide partial reimbursement 
for the added services the student receives when an INC is taken — 
registrar services, recordkeeping, additional time for the instructor, 
etc. It brings the Mount into line with most other colleges in this 
respect. 

In order to regularize the interpretation of the grade of IMC and 
to provide a procedure by which the fee is paid, the Academic Board, 
on November 17, 1976, has established the follox^ing academic policy, 
effective immediately: 
"An I NCOMPLETE should be given only when a student: 

1) has fulfilled the majority of the course requirements. 

2) has a passing grade in the class work 

3) is prevented from completing the assigned work for serious 
reasons,, e.g., illness, death in the family, etc. 

4) has consulted the instructor prior to the grading period and 
the instructor has determined that the student can realistically 
complete the work within one term/ semester . 

Any incomplete will remain as such unless removed by the instructor 
within one term/one semester. The incomplete is ignored when computing 
the GPA. 

An incomplete can be extended beyond one term/one semester only 
upon petition to the Academic Dean.' ! 

Removing The Grade of Incomplete : 

1) The student is responsible for completing the required work 
during the allotted time and delivering to the instructor 
for evaluation. 

2) T-Then the instructor determines that the student has 
satisfactorily completed the course work, the grade is sent 
to the Registrar's office. 

3) Upon notification from the registrar, the student pays the 
fee of $10 in the Business Office, the grade is placed in 
the transcript , and the student receives a card in the mail 
stating the new grade.

The Student Life Policy Board approved the proposal for extended 
visiting hours at a meeting held January 17, 1977. Under Proposal B, 
which retains the present level of security, the extended visiting hours 
are listed as follows: 

Monday through Thursday 1 : 00 PM to 5 : 30 PM 

Friday and Saturday 1:00 PM to 5:30 PM 

7:30 PM to 9:00 PM 

Sunday 1 ; 00 PM to 9 : 00PM

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Student Life Policy Board (continued ) : 
Procedure : 

1) The guest presents himself /herself at the Residence Desk and requests 
to have the student paged. 

2) The student who has a visitor is expected to meet the guest at the 
Residence Desk and to accompany her guest (s) _t£ an d from her room. No 
male guests are to x^ander the halls unaccompanied. 

3) When the guest (s) leave, the student visited is to accompany the 
guest (s) to the Residence Desk exit. 

4) Lavatories for gentlemen are located on Brady Ground floor by the 
elevator and Lavatory A on Brady First floor by the Residence Desk. Do 
not embarrass others by having gentlemen use lavatories elsewhere. 

5) The end of visiting hours will be announced ten minutes (10) before 
closing and at the end of visiting hours. Resident students are expected 

to anticipate the end of visiting hours and should assume the responsibility 
of having the guests out of the dorms on time . Failure to observe this 
procedure will result in the loss of privileges. 

6) It is the responsibility of the resident students to see that the 
rules and regulations of the college are observed by visitors. This includes 
smoking in approved areas only, no drinking of alcoholic beverages on campus, 
and so on. 

7) Food may not be taken from the dining room for guests and meal cards 
may not be used by others for meals. It is not permissible to take extra 
food for consumption by others. 

8) Use of exits other than the Residence Desk exit results in security 
problems. If proper exits are not used, the privilege may be. lost for 
everyone . 

9) Students are asked to be considerate of each other by not monopolizing 
the rooms and by anticipating embarrassing situations. 

Students are reminded that this privilege can be preserved only through 
their cooperation. It is the responsibility of the student to see that 
these hours are observed and that violations are reported. In order to, 
once again, inform the students of this policy and its procedure, the 
Residence Council has called for a formal meeting of all resident students to 
be held during the first week of the Spring semester. The date and time 
will be announced later. Extended hours begin on January 24, 1977.

Last Friday, January 14, 1977, we jointly sponsored an open forum for 
students to discuss their concerns. Present at the meeting were Sister 
Magdalen, Sister M. Frederick, Monica Luechtefeld, Helen Hawekotte and 
the two of us. 

We appreciate the time and effort that participating students put into 
trying to resolve campus concerns in a constructive manner. Some participated 
by submitting written concerns to us and others participated by attending 
and voicing their concerns. 

We plan to schedule another student forum during the month of February. 

As we promised, we will be reporting to you from time to time on the 
action taken on the items discussed: 

Residence/Extended Visting Hours - The Student Life Policy Board 
met on January 17, 1977 and approved the extended visiting hours as proposed 
with no added security. In order to give residence staff time to notify 
all students of the proper procedures and hours, the effective date of 
these extended hours will be Monday, January 24, 1977 . 

Student Life Policy Board - The Board agreed unanimously that its 
top priority this year is to determine the function and responsibilities 
of the Board and to determine the policies and procedures the Board should 
be concerned with. If you have any ideas or suggestions, please send them 
to Mary Ann O'Brien, Sister James Marien, Betty Jagla, Ann Zachary, Katina 
Zaninovich or Carolyn Bailey. 

Need For An Academic Grievance Process : By the first week of the Spring 
semester, a committee will be formed consisting of Administration, Faculty 
and Students to study possible procedures and make a recommendation to the 
necessary policy making groups (both faculty and students) by the end of 
the semester. 

Policy and Procedures in the Nursing Department - Some of us at the 
forum met on January 19, 1977, with representatives of the nursing department 
to share many of the insights received at the forum. We see many things that 
could be changed or improved not only within the nursing department and the 
other academic departments, but also in the wider college support services - 
counseling, communication, career counseling, academic advisement, etc. Many 
of these things cannot be implemented overnight so in many areas we will be 
working out ways to implement changes for next year. At our meeting on 
January 19th, we did identify some ideas that can be incorporated into the 
nursing admissions procedure this year.

Despite continually rising costs, Mount St. Mary's College has 
attempted to keep tuition as low as possible. We ask you to review the 
information on the attached sheets which indicates the 1976-1977 tuition 
and room and board charges at all of the independent institutions of 
higher education in California. You will observe that Mount St. Mary's 
has indeed maintained its tuition at a rate significantly below the 
average charged at other comparable institutions. It has also been 
determined through an informal survey that the majority of independent 
colleges and universities in California will find it necessary to raise 
tuition costs for 1977-1978.

ADVISEMENT/PRE-REGISTRATION FOR 1977-78 : 

Every student (unless she is graduating in May) should set up an 
appointment with her academic advisor sometime between April 21st and 28th . 
The purpose of this session is to discuss your academic plans for 1977-78 
and to make your course selections. Please plan to see your advisor even 
if you do not intend to return to the Mount next year. Your advisor will 
give you student request forms and specific directions at the time of your 
appointment. You will be given priority numbers (for getting into limited 
classes) on the basis of the time your request forms are completed and 
deposited in the office of the Dean, so it is to your advantage to see your 
advisor as soon as possible.

A new Resident Assistant Training Program has been designed for 
MSMC for that motivated upper class or graduate student who has an 
interest in and/or a professional goal that involves the art of 
counseling. It is the college's intention, specifically the 
Department of Student Development, to offer to the student a 
unique program that combines the aspects of both classroom learn- 
ing and practical experience in the area of counseling, personal 
development, and interpersonal relations within the context of 
a Christian philosophy.

ROOM FOR A FEW MORE : 

What would happen if the ONLY way YOU could attend MSMC was to live in 
residence, and there was no room???????

REPORT FROM STUDENT LIFE POLICY BOARD MEETING - APRIL 25, 1977 

Carrie Philpot, Resident President, presented to the Board the results 
of the questionnaire distributed to resident students. 

Of the items of concern to the students, the following dispositions were 
made: Residence Council to handle: 

(1) Security Problems 

(2) Transportation problems (use of shuttle bus) 

(3) Study room facilities for resident students. 

Student Life Policy Board to handle: 

(1) Campusing system and menial task punishments 

(2) Quiet hours 

(3) Sign- in/ Sign-out 

All residence officers and Sister Rose Adrian attended the discussion on 
the above three items. 

The Student Life Policy Board then discussed each item in light of all the 
comments made. The board's decisions are as follows: 

1) CAMPUSING AND MENIAL WORK PUNISHMENT : 

Campusing, etc. , should be abolished beginning in the Fall of 1977. The 
system of enforcement that will that will replace it is an "umbrella" 
system of authority. When a student breaks the rules: 
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1st offense - handled by floor representative; reported to R.A. 
2nd offense - handled by R.A. - reported at staff meeting 
3rd offense - handled by Assistant Director of Residence - 

reported at staff meeting 
4th offense - handled by Director of Residence - reported at 

staff meeting 
5th offense - referred to Dean for Student Development 
(Offenses run concurrently on a yearly basis) . 

2) QUIET HOURS : 

Quiet hours should remain the same but should be reviewed next year. 
Resident Assistants and Residence Council should work next year on 
controlling and enforcing quiet hours and determine student opinion on 
hours. The problem seems to be in hours not being enforced, more than in 
hours being changed. 

3) SIGN- IN/SIGN-OUT : 

Under the present security system, signing in and signing out could not 
be abolished unless the three types of leaves are abolished. Mary Ann 
O'Brien (as acting Dean) has already referred the residence contract to 
our college lawyer for determination of the effect of 18-year-old 
majority on parents signing contracts and determining leaves. The Board 
felt that a legal recommendation should be made before we go any further 
on this item. 

The general consensus of the Board on all items discussed was that many of the 
problems encountered are due to internal problems and lack of consistent and uniform 
enforcement and not the policies themselves. It is felt that the new R.A. training 
program will help tremendously, but consistent teamwork must take place with staff, 
officers and resident assistants. 

The Board left the following recommendations for next year's Student Life Policy 
Board: 

1) Revise policy and procedure manual. 

2) Begin a formal yearly review of all policies affecting students. 

3) Continue to look at residence policies. 

4) Actively solicit input to Board. 

5) Publicly announce meetings (Student Bulletin) .
